Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 to 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because Claim 1 is directed to a 
method of identifying uncorrectable codewords in a Reed Solomon decoder... 
Specifically, the claimed subject matter is directed merely to manipulation of data that 



can be done through software that is not tied to a technology art, environment or 
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machine which would result in a practical application producing a concrete, useful, and 
tangible result to form the basis of statutory subjected matter under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 6 to 8 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the instant invention is directed to a detector circuit arranged to identify an 
uncorrectable codeword, for use in a Reed-Solomon decoder handling errors and 
erasures, the circuit comprising an indicator unit arranged to indicate an uncorrectable 
codeword, responsive to the logic unit. The prior art made of record teaches an 
apparatus for detecting uncorrectable errors through Reed-Solomon decoding, for 
instance, Iwaki et al. (USP 5414719 ) teaches an operating circuit of a Galois field that 
includes an error correction circuit with a Reed Solomon decoding device for detecting 
errors and erasures of an input data. However, the prior art made of record, taken 
alone or in combination fails to teach or fairly suggest or render obvious the novel 
element of the instant invention of "an indicator unit arranged to indicate an 
uncorrectable codeword, responsive to the logic unit" as claimed in the independent 
claims.
